Nearly All the Train Crew* aid Sev 
eral Passengers Injnred. 

ENGINE COMPLETE WRECK 



About 440 this - morning the Went 
bound F. F. V. was wrecked at Indian 
Run, some 40 miles East of this city 

The train was moving at its accustomed 
tpced, when without warning the crash 

The engine and all the cars loft the 
track and plunged into a ditch. Baring 
the two sleepers, which left the raili but 
remained on the roadway. 

The only fatality waa that «f A. G. 
Stout, Roadmaster between Cincinnati 
and Hussell, who was killed instantly 

Mr. Stout's homo is at Huisell. 

All the train crew, with the exception 
of the Conductor, was more or lest in- 
jured, none dangerously, however. 

Several passengers who were in th» 
day coaches sustained cuts and bruises,

The track was torn up the length of 17 
rails, or 510 feet, and it is a mystery haw 
so many escaped immediate death. 

The cause of the accident could not be 
learned. 

This is, we believe, the first serious 
casualty to a passenger train on this road, 
and it may be ascribed to the superior 
equipment of the cars that it was not 
more fatal in its results

The American Constitution has been 
called a system of checks. So in Ameri- 
can life. When you want to travel you 
give your luggage to the porter of your 
hotel, and he gives you a check in return 
At the station you reclaim it with the 
check and pass it in at a counter and re- 
ceive another check. As you approach 
your destination another functionary 
comes along the train, takes your check 
and gives you another check in its place. 
He fishes out your luggage and conveys 
it to your hotel— for a consideration 
You have left your third and last check 
at the office of the hotel when you enter 
it, and thence it is delivered up on re- 
ceipt of the luggage 

the salvation of the traveler. After a 
few weeks of it the tyranny of the check 
becomes so galling that you begin to long 
for the fine old English method of dump 
ing down your goods in front of a porter 
and leaving them to rind the way them 
selves. You would even hail it as I per- 
sonal triumph if some of your luggage 
would got lost. But it never doe*. 
Sometimes it arrives late, but it always 
arrives. 

Yet it seldom arrives in the shape in 
which it started, if that is any consola- 
tion They who have to do with lug- 
gage see to that. You very soon discover 
why Americans carry their goods in iron- 
clad trunks, and why it is madness for 
anybody to do anything else. I started 
out, like an idiot, with a new leather 
portmanteau. They ripped the stout 
brass lock off the first week-»-not for 
plunder, apparently, but simply because 
it is the tradition of the service They 
punched it and kicked and danced on it 
In softer hours, when literary inspiration 
came, they wrote on it. My portman 
teati today is an epitome of the political 
•enliment of the United State* from New 
Vork to San Francisco. As a historical 
document it is beyond price, aud I am 
contemplating the gift of it to the Library 
of Congres* at Washington As a port- 
manteau it haa both feet in the grave.
